Section 2.40(a)(1) - Attending Veterinarian and Adequate Veterinary Care. ..repeated failure to 
provide an up to date written program of veterinary care approved by the attending veterinarian that also 
includes emergency veterinary care services during travel status 

Section 3.81 - Environmental Enhancement.. .repeated failure to provide a plan addressing the 
special needs of a juvenile non-human primate.
